ISTANBUL, Turkey, April 29. 
(/)—Zaro Agha, who claims to be 
the world’s oldest person, was 

ravely ill in the National Chil-

His 70-year-old grandson kept 
watch at the bedside of the aged 
Turk, who says he is 160 

Although in a serious condition, 
Zaro Agha is showing surprising 
resistance, doctors said, such as 
might be expected from a much 
younger person. He is suffering 
from Bright's disease. 

Dr. Behdjet Sabit, who is 
handling the case, said all possi- 
ble was being done to save Zaro's 
life. The super-céntenarian passed 
a disturbed night but at dawn was 
able to get some rest, thanks to 
hypodermic injections. 

Most of the time the Turk, who 
visited America four years ago, is 
asleep, prostrated by weakness. 
Analyses of his blood showed an 
acute kidney inflamation, physi- 
cians reported.

TRADE, INDUSTRY 
IN ATLANTA AREA 


SHOW BiG GAINS 


Department Store Sales 
Increase 54 Per Cent 
Over March, 1933, Bank 


Review Reveals. 


Vivid picture of the accelerating im- 
provement in business, industry and 
finance in the Atlanta area is reflect- 
ed in the statistics gathered by the 
Sixth District Federal Reserve bank 
and made public in the monthly re- 
view of conditions released Sunday 
for publication. 

Retail trade in the Atlanta area in- 
creased 54.1 per cent in March, 1934, 
a8 compared with the same month one 
year ago, according to the figures com- 
piled by the bank. The figure is based 
upon reports from six department 
stores in the Atlanta trade area. 

The percentage of increase over 
February, 1934, the preceding month, 
was 49.8 per cent, while total retail 
trade for the year shows an increase 
of 39.7 per cent over the first three 
months of 1933. 

The increase for the entire district 
was 69.8 per cent over March, 1933, 
and 35.2 per cent over February last. 
For the three-month period the district 
increase was 45.8 peor cent. 

Building permits in the Atlanta 
aren show a total value increase of 
142.8 per cent for March, 1934, over 
March, 1933, the figures for the two 
compared months being $124,793 and 
$51,397. There were 199 


and 176 for March, 1933. 
Retail Trade Gains. 

Indices on department store taade | 
for the Atlanta area for the three 
months of the year, after adjustment 
for seasonal variation, show 139.3 per 


cent for January. 142.6 per eent for 


February and 167.7 
March, These percentages are arriv- 
ed at by using the average sales dur- 
ing 1923, 1924 and 1925 as the means, 
or 100 per cent figure. 

Savings deposits in three banks in 
the Atlanta area show an increase of 
12.4 per cent for March compared 
with the same month a year ago, al- 
though the total this March is a 
shade below that for February. 

Referring to conditions in the entire 
sixth district, the bank reports “sub- 
stantial increases over February in 
most lines of trade and industrial ac- 
tivity and all of these series compare 
favorably with March of last year, 
which included the period of the bank- 
ing holiday. 

In addition, the report went on, 
“after adjustment for the number of 
business days in the month, and the 
usual seasonal changes, including the 
earlier date of Easter, the adjusted 
index for department store sales for 
March is higher than for any other 
month ane Angust, 1931.” 

Wholesale Trade Better. 

Wholesale trade rose 9.4 per cent 
from February to March and was 
56.6 per cent greater than a year ago. 
Life insurance sales increased 17.2 per 
cent in March over February and were 
— 4 per cent greater than in March,

The daily average demand deposits 
of all member banks in the district, 
the federal reserve report continued, 
rose “further in March to the high- 
est level since October, 1931. and daily 
average time deposits also increased.” 

Substantial gains in building and 
construction also were reported. n- 


tracts awarded in March showed a 


‘gain of 73.1 per cent over February 
and were five times as great as those 
awarded in March a year ago. Resi- 
dential contracts increased 80.5 per 
cent from February to March and otb- 
er classes of contracts 72.3 per cent. 

Cotton consumption for March was 
14.4 per cent greater than in Feb- 
ruary and was 9.7 per cent greater 
than for March a year ago. Employ- 
ment at reporting mills increased 3 
per cent from February to March and 
represented an increase of 62.9 per 
cent from March, 1933. 

Coal Production Rises. 

Production of coal increased in Ten- 
nessee but declined somewhat in Ala- 
bama, as compared with February, 
the review said, but in both states 
was substantially greater than a year 
ago. Daily average production of pig 
iron in Alabama was about the same 
in March as in February but it was 
four and one-balf times the total for

TRUCK OPERATORS 
ABGEPT RATE CUT 


New Scale, Saving Hun- 
dreds of Thousands, Ef- 
fectiveMidnight Tonight. 


Commercial truek operators in 
Georgia will put into effect at mid- 
night tonight freight rate cuts ordered 
by the Georgia public service commis- 
sion, it was announced Sunday by 
Hugh Howell, attorney for the truck 
operators. : 

This reduction, which averages 
about 27 per cent on all commodities 
hauled, was ordered into effect May 
1 and has been accepted by the truck 
operators without dispute, Mr. How- 
ell said. It will mean saving of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
Georgia’ shippers, he pointed out, and 
will prove of inestimable benefit to 
industry, agriculture and commerce 
generally. 

The new rates for truck freightage 
go into effect just after 33 railroads 
operating inside Georgia have obtain- 
ed a temporary injunction enjoining 
the public service commission from 
decreasing class freight rates and sand 
and gravel rates in the state. ‘This 
injunction was granted on Saturday 
by a three-judge federal court. 

Referring to the new rates Sunday, 
Governor Kugene Talmadge said. that 
it was now up to the railroads to re- 
duce their charges. 

“The railroads can haul freight 
cheaper than the trucks,” said the gov- 
ernor. “The trucks have accepted the 
cut and it is now up to the railroads 
to do likewise.” 

The new schedule will be the same 
as is in effect in the northern and 
eastern territories, it was stated. 

Members of the public service com- 
mission have said that under the new 
truck schedule the rates on the same 
commodity would be in the same class 
both for the railroads and for trucks. 
Various rates are charged for va⸗ 
rious commodities, according to the 
classification under which they. fall. 

No estimate of the saving to 
effected by the change could be made, 
on account of the wide divergence of 
quantity. hauled of varying products.

Congress Enters Fifth 
Month of Session With 
Tariff and Stock Market 
Battles Brewing. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—(UP) 
Congress goes into the fifth month of 
its session this week with adjourn- 
ment still weeks in the future and 
with at least two highly controver- 
sial issues unsettled. 

There also remains a mass of sec- 
ondary legislation, most of which is 
piling up in the senate and adding to 
the difficulties in the way of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's goal of adjournment 
by late May. 

Senate Majority Leader Joe I. 
Robinson has summoned democrats in 
that body to a meeting tomorrow 
night to get a cross-section of opinion 
on the pending reciprocal tariff bill, 
regarded by many persons as the key 
log in the legislative jam. 

Power for President. 

The bill would give President Roose- 
velt authority to negotiate reciprocal 
tariff agreements and to raise or 
lower American rates 50 per cent. 
The measure is on the roll of “must” 
legislation compiled by the adminis- 
tration, but many weary hours of 
debate in the senate are foreseen be- 
fore it can become law. 

Robinson recognizes there is con- 
siderable opposition to the tariff bill, 
most of it being based upon the fact 
that the measure does not give indus- 
tries .which would be affected by 
tariff changes a chance to have a 
hearing before the change is ordered. 
Many senators, it was said, would be 
willing to support the measure if any 
amendment providing for a hearing 
4 accepted. All administration lead- 

including Secretary ot St ret" 
del Hull, who have appeared before 
congressional committees in behalf of 
the bill have ufged passage in its 
present form. 
Bill Up Today. 

The house begins consideration to- 
morrow of the stock market regula- 
tion bill, which is certain to cause 
a hard floor oes in both branches 
of . congress. epresentative Fred 
Britten, republican, Illinois, opened 
the battle against it tonight by call- 
ing it “the fifth and probably the 
last bill for the regimentation of the 
country’s industries that will come 
from the youthful intellectuals who 
have framed most of the planned 
legislation’ during the present session 
of congress.’ 

Business interests in all sections of 
the country have attacked the bill, 
contending it will choke the flow of 
private capital into industry and 
thereby retard recovery. 

Robinson’s senate program calls for 
consideration of the stock market bill 
after action on the municipal bank- 
ruptey measure and the corporation 
bankruptcy bill. That shunts the tar- 
iff bill into the indefinite future. No 
immediate provision is made for the 
bill appropriating from $1,500,000,000 
to $2,200,000,000 for additional relief 
and public works activities. President 
Roosevelt probably will send a mes- 
sage to Capitol Hill thie week on that

In fact, Friday night, for the first 
time, he slept much as a normal dog, 
eurled up and resting partly on his 
forefeet. * 

“His condition when ‘awake’ is 
much like that of a thoroughly intoxi- 
cated man.” !

INTENSIVE SEARCH FAILS 
TO LOCATE MISSING GIRL 

TUCSON, Ariz., April 20.—(?)—A 
party of eight wearied peace officers 
stalked a remote canyon of the Cata- 
lina mountains today in an wunsuc- 
cessful search for 6-year-old June 
Robles and her kidnapers. 

The search was intensive in -the 
area three miles north of Steam Pump 
ranch, one of the most noted land- 
marks on the Tucson-Florence high- 
way and near the Canada Del Oro— 
Canyon of Gold, famous mining area 
of a past era. 

Ad Adkinson, Tucson hunter, and 
several others reported they had seen 
an automobile enter the canyon over 
the rugged, cactus-studded road last 
Wednesday. when the child was stolen 
for $15,000 ransom.

Lebensberger 
was found shot to death in his near 
North Side se apparently a 
suicide, on e same day he was 
named in secret indictments along 
with several others charging posses- 
sion of part of the $250,000 taken in 
a p mail robbery. 

Lebensberger reputedly had “talked” 
concerning the same “hot money” ring 
authorities are reputedly tracking 
down in the Bremer case.

Many are former convicts, on 
parole or at liberty.

Guy T. Helvering, commissioner of 
internal revenue, reported today that 
it cost $21,279,864 to collect 31. 
962,339,156 for the nine-month period 
against $23,052,663 expended to col- 
lect $1,164,421,906 last year. This 
year’s collection includes such new 
items as the liquor and processing 
taxes. 

Part of the decrease in costs was 
credited to statutory reduction of sal- 
aries. Other factors included failure to 
fill vacanies and the filling of vacan- 
cies at lower pay grades.

PARIS, April 29.—(#4)—France’s 
fighting little premier, Gaston 
Doumergue, whose famous smile 
hides a stern will, today boldly took 
up the challenge of a May Day gen- 
eral strike. 

The former president ordered one 
of the biggest police mobilizations, 
backed by the army, since the World 
War to crush any movement leading 
to civil war. Rebellion, he has al- 
ready warned, holds the danger of 
“foreign invasion.” 

Final plans to throw the tightest 
possible guard around Paris, with 
the mobilization of every available 
man, were drawn today at a confer- 
ence held with public order officials 
by Albert Sarraut, minister of the in- 
terior. 

Army garrisons in the capital, at 
Versailles and elsewhere will be hegl 
in readiness to support police if neces- 
sary. 

In Paris alone there are 18,000 po- 
lice, 10,000 mobile guards—the men 
who did much shooting and fighting 
in the February riots—and 43, 
mounted guards. 

Ten thousand police will patrol the 
streets, while 250 police cars will be 
held at strategic places, ready to rush 
to threatened spots on the direction of 
a radio-equipped airplane which will 
patrol the city. 

This imposing display of force is 
counted upon to overawe communists 
and crush by sheer force of numbers 
any disorders, much according to the 
scheme followed in recent communist 
demonstrations, when heavy police cor- 
dons speedily broke up gatherings.

RIOTING FOLLOWS DEFEAT 
OF FRENCH YOUNG TURK 

MANTES, France, April 29.—(4)— 
Serious rioting broke out today fol- 
lowing a defeat at the polls of Gas- 
ton Bergery, “young Turk” eandidate 
in a bye-election for a seat in the 
chamber of deputies. 

Thousands of partisans of Bergery 
and his rival candidate, Roger Sar- 
ret, clashed in the streets with many 
injuries resulting. 

The outcome of the election greatly 
strengthened the position of Premier 
Gaston Doumergue’s national govern- 
ment. 

Followers of Bergery numbering 
150 stormed the home of Mayor 
Dreyfus following the election in an 
effort to carry out a threat to burn 
his house if Bergery was defeated, be- 
cause of his withdrawal from the elec- 
tion in favor of Sarret. 

Dreyfus polled 800 votes in last 
Sunday’s inconclusive election, and 
when he dropped out those votes were 
sufficient to bring victory to Sarret, 
whose margin was only 300.

His projected return was revealed 
at the opening session of the national 
Buddhist convention here, over which 
the Panchen Lama, decked in the silk - 
en trappings of the Buddhist order, 
is presiding.

Serious unrest 
has been reported in the land, both 
India and China being vitally con- 
cerned.

THE SCHOOL ROUND-UP. 

The annual summer round-up of 
pre-school children, during which 
children who will enter school for 
the first time next fall will be given 
physical examinations to ascertain 
whether they have any physical de- 
fects or ailments that would handi- 
cap them in their studies, will be 
held in Atlanta this year on May 
{ to 4. 

No parent with the proper re- 
gard for his or her offspring will 
fail to see to it that they are in 
the best possible condition when 
the time comes for them to go to 
school in September. It is to aid 
parents to this end, and to bring 
about the immunization of all pre- 
school children that the annual sum- 
mer round-up is held. 


During the four days physicians 
will be present at schools in every 
section of the city to make exam- 
inations, for which there will be 
no charge, and to advise parents 
to take their children to the family 
physician when it is found that they 
have troubles that can be remedied 
by proper treatment. 


In co-operation with the Georgia 
Congress of Parents and Teachers, 
the State Medical Association has 
appointed a leading physician in 
each county to head the group of 
doctors who will conduct the ex- 
aminations and, where necessary, 
administer toxoid, smallpox and ty- 
phoid vaccines in order that the 
youngsters who go to school for the 
first time this year may be immune 
to the threat of epidemics. In a 
leaflet being distributed by the Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers it is pointed out that 

Every child should enter school as 


free as possible from physical defects. 
A child's school progress is influ- 


enced largely by his physical condi- 
tion. If he is handicapped by one 
or more physical defects, his school 
life may be interrupted by ilinesses 
and not infrequently he may be re- 
quired to repeat the first year. On 
the ober hand, if a child enters school 
in good condition and free from phys- 
ical defects, he has a much better 
chance for normal progress. 

Among the defects which fre- 
quently cause children to make a 
poor showing in school are those of 
teeth, tonsils, adenoids, of sight and 
hearing and of nutrition and pos- 
ture. All of these are easily cured 
and their eradication means that a 
child handicapped by such troubles 
will be given a fair chance to hold 
his or her own with other children. 

The summer round-up is the ma- 
jor health project of the Parents 
and Teachers’ Congress and it 
should have the full co-operation of 
the parents of every pre-school 


A NATURAL INTIMACY. 

The growing sentiment both in 
the United States and the nations 
forming the British empire for a 
closer cooperation in world At- 
fairs is seen by H. R. Knickerbock- 
er, foreign correspondent, a$ hold- 
ing the only real assurance for the 
preservation of the democratic 
form of government. 


Writing in the current issue of 
Cosmopolitan magazine, he points 
out that only England and Amer- 
ica have a chance to retain for 
themselves that “western § civiliza-

amd its organized political forms. 
Only these two have weathered the 
tS-year period since the war with- 
out revolution, changes in constitu- 
tion or the limitation of personal 
hberty.

AN INCONSISTENT POLICY. 

Interesting analysis of the price 
the United States is now paying for 
the wide open immigration policy 
followed up to a few years ago, and 
the necessity for a further strength- 
ening of the restrictive bans, espe- 
cially with reference to Mexican 
immigration, is contained in a state- 
ment issued by the Immigration Re- 
Striction League, the headquarters 
of which are in Boston. 


The league takes the position 
that “many leading business organ- 
izations have contributed inadvert- 
ently in the past to the present 
heavy burden of unemployment re- 
lief through the opposition of their 
representatives to various measures 
limiting immigration into the United 
States.“ 

As a result, it is held, we now 
have on our hands at least 2,000,- 
000 alien workers who have en- 
tered the country since the World 
War, either legally or illegally, and 
whose services are not needed. 

The opposition encountered in 
past efforts to build immigration 
barriers and which is stil! handi- 
capping efforts to strengthen the 
present immigration laws comes 
chiefly from a comparatively small 
group of employers of unskilled 
labor, who find it profitable to ex- 
ploit cheap labor, and who do not 
give regular employment. When 
their busy seasons come these em- 
ployers prefer, instead of hiring 
American labor, to go to Ellis 
Island or the Mexican border and 
hire fresh bodies of new arrivals. 
When the season is over the work- 
ers are turned out and either fall 
on their communities for support 
or force higher-priced American- 
born labor out of work. 

The league points out that the 
effects of Mexican immigration, 
both direct and indirect, have pene- 
trated to the far corners of this 
country, holding that— 

When, in 1924, we thought we re- 
stricted immigration by placing Eu- 
rope under a quota, without doing the 
same for countries of the western 
hemisphere, we merely substituted 
Mexican peon labor for the cheap 
labor of southern and eastern Europe. 
From 1920 to 1930 we admitted le- 
gaily about 450,000 Mexicans for 
permanent residence. In addition, 
large numbers must have entered il- 
legally, because during the same period 
the number of Mexicans in the United 
States increased by over 722,000—and 
many were undoubtedly missed by the 
census enumerators. 

Usually thrown out of work at the 
end of their first season, these Mexi- 
cans have drifted over the country in 
search of employment, and hare 
formed communities as far north as 
the Canadian border, and have added 
greatly to the relief and unemployment 
problems. 

Mexican peon laborers are lower 
in the living scales than many of 
the immigrants from the central 
and southern European countries to 
whom we have closed our doors. 
They are uneducated, accustomed 


to living in squalor and are but 
child. : little susceptible to the influences 
of modern civilization. 


In the southwestern states they 
have displaced labor on railway 
maintenance crews and in agricul- 
ture, with the result that the na- 
tive American workers have had to 
go elsewhere, thus increasing the 
unemployment problem in other 
sections. Especially is this so in 
the beet sugar farms of the west,

Mencken’s New

Harry Hansen, the dean of lit- 
erary critics, calls Mencken “Amer- 
ica’s Greatest Bystander ;” this apro- 
pos of the latter’s new ‘ “Trea- 
tise on Right and Wrong.“ It ig an 
excellent qualification of the hilari- 
ous Baltimore editor, for Mencken 
still refuses to be identified with any 
cause or movement, still ridicules re- 
formers and stil] ha on to his own 
way of looking at life in defiance of 
everybody. ä 

This does not mean that Mr. 
Mencken is not a serious student of 
his time. But he is skeptical and 
iconoclastic, the greatest debunker 
of our era. He sees, says Hansen, 
little new in “moral novelties,” looks 
upon political upheavals as con- 
spiracies of inferior men against their 
betters,” ascribing the same impulses 
to members of brain trusts. Moral 
reformers are profoundly immoral at 
bottom and stem from John Calvin 
and New England puritanism, two 
forces which Mencken still considers 
worse than the orthodoxy of the Mid- 
dle Ages. He pokes a lot of fun at 
the clergy. And that is the medi- 
cine the clergy need in our time. May- 
be that will wake them up. 


Destiny of 
Man. 


What is the destiny of man? Is 
it part of the divine plan that man 
shall forever be liring in dread and 
apprehension now of this, then of 
that, calamity about to overyhelm 
him? Centuries ago our Saxon and 
Teutonic forefathers lived in con- 
stant fear that the heavens would 
fall and crush them to death. We 
got over that. We laugh at such no- 
tions today. But we still feel that 
war is an inevitable evil, which must 
as by a law of Medes and Persians 
come over mankind periodically. 

Isn’t it the destiny of man to say 
his own word, to perform his own 
deed, to develop his individuality, to 
exalt his soul and bring it into har- 
mony with the divine? What bar- 
barous and uncivilized rot is all this 
talk of the necessity of war!

HEALTH TALKS

THE HYGIENE OF SWIMMING. 
A correspondent writes that he has 
been a life guard and a pool manager 
for several years and has rescued a 
number of victims and has seen many 
others rescued. Once in a while such 
a rescued person claims to have suf- 
fered leg cramps. The correpsondent 
has never seen or heard of a case of 
stomach cramps, however. He has 
questioned many other life guards 
about this and none of them has ob- 
served such a case either. He we 
the Red Cross pamphlet No. 10 
states that cramps are due to eatin 
just before swimming. The only il 
effect he has observed from swimming 
immediately after eating is nausea or 
upset stomach, and in such instances 
invariably the individual has just 
eaten a breakfast of sausage and pan- 
cakes, or a big highly seasoned ham- 
burger sandwich or “hot dog.“ 

The Red Cross pamphlet is prob- 
ably written by some nice old gentle- 
man of some social prominence, or 
else by some bright but inexperienced 
young chap who is the protege of 
some social leader who is a big noise 
in the organization. At any rate the 
notion that any evil comes from en- 
joying a swim immediately after a 
meal is without foundation in fact. 
Mere common sense if not stomach 
sense tells you to avoid any unnec- 
sary effort of any kind immediately 
after 4 big gorge. But unless you are 
an invalid—in which case your own 
doctor is your best adviser—there is 
no reason why you shouldn’t go right 
in after breakfast, after lunch or aft- 
er dinner. 

As the correspondent’s observations 

and inquiries indicate, the occurrence 
of cramps of any kind is a question- 
able inference. It is an inference— 
one commonly made to explain other- 
wise inexplicable drowning of a good 
swimmer. 
Any one who attempts a hard or 
long effort in very cold water is cer- 
tain to tire more quickly than he 
would in warmer water, and when 
complete exhaustion comes there may 
be a sensation of cramping in the 
powerless muscles. However, this is 
not a cause of drowning. Cramps 
just don’t happen except in morbid 
Imagination. 

No room here to discuss the va- 
rious disease conditions of accidents 
which may cause sudden drowning of 
a good swimmer. Suffice that these 
cases are frequently ascribed to 
“cramps.”

Internationalism With 
Domestic Allotment Fad- 
ing; Time Seems Ripe 
for Change.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Is 
America going “international?” The 
answer to Secretary Wallace’s query: 
“America Must Choose —is about to 
be given, judging by the attitude which 
President Roosevelt and his adminis- 
tration generally is taking upon some 
vital questions nowadays. Thus: 

1. Mr. Roosevelt opposes any silver 
legislation unless an international 
agreement on silver can be universally 
adopted. ) 

2. The United States is a party to 
the effort to control the minimum ex- 
port prices of wheat and quotas, as 
set forth in the recent meeting at 
Rome of the world wheat advisory 
commission. 

3. Legislation has just passed the 
senate permitting the secretary of 
agriculture to fix quotas for sugar pro- 
duction in American territory outside 
of continental United States and this 
undoubtedly is the forerufner of 
world-wide sugar production control. 

Money Stabilization. 

4. The president is seeking broad 
power from congress to negotiate trade 
agreements with all countries. 

5. Various nations, like Japan, are 
taking advantage of the demoralized 
currency situation in the world and 
cutting under their competitors, using 
government funds as subsidies. Only 
a stabilization of currencies and a 
return to some kind of gold stand- 
ard will meet this problem and there 
are indications that the administra- 
tion is ready for a modified gold 
standard, having abandoned the War- 
ren theory of constant change of gold 
content. 

6. Creation of the export bank here 
under George Peek is a step in the 
direction of financing foreign trade, 
but it waits on the extension by con- 
gress to the executive of tariff pow- 
ers for reciprocity agreements aud 
upon the authority to the president 
to handle the war debt problem. 

Allotment Plan Out. 

Broadly speaking, the development 
of an international point of view here- 
abouts coincides with the collapse of 
“domestic allotment” as a national 
policy.. The NRA and the AAA are 
predicated on the assumption that 
there is enough business ‘to go around, 
provided production can be restrict- 
ed and wages and employment spread 
to take care of all. 

Unfortunately, however, this has 
been discovered to mean a lower stand- 
ard of living and, while acceptable as 
an emergency, is not relished as a 
permanent solution. So, while, for the 
time being, apportionment of domes- 
tic business and agricultural produc- 
tion by artificial measures of national 
control will be continued, the far-see- 
ing members of the administration, 
which includes, of course, the presi- 
dent, himself, are beginning to see the 
importance of some other way out. 
They are hesitant to proclaim an in- 
ternational policy, for this revives all 
sorts of controversies and makes diffi- 
cult the bargaining with other nations. 
But the trend is unmistakably in the 
direction of an international solution 
of the depression. 

Opportune Time. 

To a large extent, America is com- 
ing into the international situation at 
For much has 


conference collapsed. Great Britain 
is in better shape, having balanced her 
budget. Italy and Germany and 
France and Russia are trying to cut 
expenses and get on the same sound 
basis that Britain has reached. There 
is substantial progress toward recov- 
ery in other countries, particularly 
England. Hence, the United States 
is in a better position than it has 
been since 1929 to assist in the gen- 
eral recovery measures of an inter- 
national character which may now 
be launched. 

Much of what is happening now 
may seem inconsistent with earlier 
professions of economic nationalism, 
especially when Mr. Roosevelt broke 
up the London conference last sum- 
mer, but the explanation now offered 
is that there is a time when national- 
ism is essential—as in the period aft- 
er the bank holiday—and à period 
now, when, with a reinforced domes- 
tie situation, the international trade 
theory can be brought into effective 
operation to stimulate the volume of 
transactions and give American pro- 
ducers more outlets. This theory pre- 
supposes that, as the export trade 
comes back, there will be increased in- 
come to the nation and, hence, more 
money for wages both to capital and

more serious study, per capita, than 
government. 

But there are two sports in which 
the average American male thinks he 
is a born expert and goes blundering 
along with seldom, if ever, a thought 
that he might need instruction from 
a master. They are fist-fighting and 


poker. 

Fist-fighting is a hard, painful 
game of skill at which no man 1s 
ever the worse for a little teaching. 
Nevertheless the American male, from 
the age of four or five until he is 
laid away, naively fancies himself for 
an expert and is quick to resent any 
suggestion by any other male that the 
party of the other part can lick him. 
Though he cannot fight a lick, though 
he be so badly out of shape from 
sedentary habits and dissipation that 
he couldn’t step three minutes with 
his own shadow the challenge “I will 
bust you on the nose” rarely fails 
to arouse the great rough brute that 
is in him. Fortunately there is usu- 
ally some policeman or loving. friend 
on hand to intervene not only to save 
the parties to the quarrel from the 
consequences of their own wrath but, 
also, to avert the spectacle of two 
terrible fighters scratching and floun- 
dering and screaming hysterical 
threats and insults. A terrible fight 
is a terrible thing, and curiously the 
best fighters fight least.

Dempsey, Benny Leonard and Gene 
Tunney, I do not recall a single occa- 
sion of anyone's being busted on the 
nose socially or informally by any of 
them. Mr. Tunney did so far forget 
his professional ethics one day at 
Saratoga as to promise Mike Mc- 
Tigue a bust on the nose when they 
met by chance and chased Michael 
down the highway a quarter of a mile, 
But Michael, himself, be it said to his 
credit, averted a fight which might 
have been one of the worst in the 
history of the world. Michael was a 
clincher and Tunney was a counter- 
puncher and there is no telling what 
horror the spectators were spared 
when Michael outfooted Mr. Tunney, 
hollering back over his shoulder, “I 
will not fight you for nothing on the 
publie road, and if you punch me 
will sue you in court.” 

This pathetic pride in an imaginary 
skill at fist-fighting persists in Amer- 
ican males against the rise and spread 
of education which might have been 
expected to teach the citizens that a 
bust on the nose is morally immate- 
rial, irrelevant, and inconclusive. The 
dumbest citizens are likely to be best 
equipped to give or take the bust on 
the nose but they are alse more likely 
to be wrong. Yet the most intelligent 
when disputes arise, often are 
willing to waive fact and logic and 
settle matters by hand with opponents 
who are able to fight well enough but 
can’t reason any better than they, 
themselves, can box. 


Fail at Poker are strictly 
sand lot play- 


ers. They learn early that in the 
conventional game of poker a hand 
consists of five cards and memorize 
the values of pairs, straights, flushes 
and all such. But though citizens do 
concentrate and memorize for instant 
application the mathematical probabil- 
ities involved in the actions of a pair 
of dice nobody but a professional 
gambler and a few who might be 
called semi-pros, ever goes into the 
intricate problems which poker pre- 
sents. Tex Rickard, who was a pro, 
could beat sand lot ker players 
without a struggle. e made them 
beat themselves. “Mr. Rickard knew 
the probabilities and he played to them 
consistently whereas the occasional 
player or even the habitual poker 
hand, relying solely on instinct, luck 
and hope, was bucking a percentage 
which operated in favor of the man 
Nome.

non Jr. summed up his asserted fight 
against reported efforts in the confer- 
ence to retire him in the single sen- 
tence, “I think everybody knows 
bave not hauled down my banner.” 

Other than that the 69-year-old 
Virginia churchman declined public 
comment, though he evidenced decid- 
ed interest in the progress of the dry 
erusade in Mississippi where a refer- 
endum will be held July 10 on legal- 
izing of liquor. He indicated that he 
Was eager to face any charges or com- 
plaints that might be field against him 
ix a sentiment he has recognized as 
seeking to superannuate him. 

Appearing tired after a long train 
trip from the national capital, the 
fighting bishop, after his breakfast 
and a morning rest girded himself 
for war, and then served notice on a 
group of his fellow churchmen who 
are secking his retirement that he 
would resist. ae 

Bishop Cannon remained in bis ho- 
tel room throughout the afternoon in 
conferences with. fellow bishops and 
conference delegates. a 

At first the bishop said he intended 
to issue a formal statement late in 
the day. but tonight said he would 
wait until tomorrow. “I have been 
too occupied with other matters to 
prepare a statement,” he said, 

Shortly before 6 a. m. the bishop 
stepped from his train from Washing- 
ton, where he was acquitted Friday in 
District of Columbia supreme court 
of charges of conspiring to violate the 
federal corrupt practices act in the 
handling of political campaign funds 
in 1928. 

There was no one at the station to 
greet him and he walked to a taxicab 
in which he rode to his hotel alone. 

There Bishop Cannon rested undis- 
turbed until after noon, refusing to 
discuss in any way rumors that cer- 
tain groups in the conference would 
seek his voluntary retirement from the 
college of bishops at this conference, 
four years before his retirement would 
he binding under the automatic 72 
year retirement rule. 

Not Delivered. 


The Virginia churchman’s scheduled 
sermon was not delivered at the Little 
Fondren l'resbyterlan church, where 
services are held in a modest convert- 
ed residence standing on a hill in a 
Jackson suburb.

No Charges. 

It was freely admitted today that 
there were no charges against Bishop 
Cannon at present before the commit- 
tee on episcopacy which passes on the 
character of the bishops. 

Rev. J. W. Perry, of Chattanooga, 
chairman of the episcopacy commit- 
tee, however, said the committee had 
received complaints against Bishop 
H. A. Boaz, of Houston, Texas, and 
that several Texas ministers had been 
heard on the complaints. 

“The complaints are based on an 
alleged error and are not of a serious 
character,’ Dr. Perry said. 

Bishop Boaz. when asked about the 
complaints said he had no comment to 
make at this time, but that he would 
issue a formal statement as quickly 
as the committee reports, which he 
sail would be Tuesday. 

It was reported in conference circles 
that the episcopacy committee next 
Wednesday would recommend that re- 
tiring of bishops under the 62-year 


age rule be retained as against pro- 


posals among certain delegate groups 
to limit their terms to four or eight 


years. 

The conference to vote Thurs- 
day on bishops’ terms, while tomorrow 
debate is expected on recommendations 
the itinerary committee is expected 
to make against a presiding elder im- 
mediately sanceceeding himself 
four-year circuit term.

HEAVY GOODS BODY 
OPPOSES PAY HIKE 


WASHINGTON. April 29.00 — 
The great heavy goods industries to- 
night asse that a general wage 
increase would hinder, not help, 
national mic recovery. 

George Houston, chairman of 
the durable goods industries commit- 


tee, made public a report to Hugh 8. 
Johnson, industrial recovery admin- 
istrator, on this and other NRA prob- 
lems. 

Faith in the company union was re- 
asserted, the national labor board and 
the Wagner bill assailed as encour- 
aging industrial strife, and price-fix- 
ing approved as an emergency mea- 
sure without indorsement of any one 
method of price determination. 

The committee reported that low- 
est paid workers in February, 1934, 
were receiving 10.1 per cent more 
compensation, measured in actua: buy- 
ing power, than a year previous and 
13.4 per cent less than in 1929. 

Bulk of Industry. 

The heavy goods industries include 
the makers of steel, builders of loco- 
motives and ships, manufacturers of 
agricultural equipment, producers of 
lumber—employers of the bulk of 
American labor. 

The committee was formed at the 
suggestion of Johnson to advise him 
and its constituent code authorities 
on arising problems. A few days ago 
it was criticized in congress for leav- 
ing this field to attack the pending 
stock exchange control bill. 

“The committee believes that any 
further general increase in wages at 
this time would retard and not en-

SEA ISLAND BEACH, Ga., April 
29.—()—Closing a year of profit for 
the first time in several years, execu- 
tives of Southeastern Cottons, Inc., 
selling agen for 25 textile mills 
from North Darlin to Texas, look 
for another 12 months of increased 
business. 

Howard Coffin, chairman of the 
board, speaking for the organization 
after the close today of à three- 
day gathering of executives for a 
short business session and festivities, 
said there was every indication of 
better business. 

Coffin said the 35 mills included 
in the organization, through co-opera- 
tive effort, did $51,000,000 worth of 
business in 1933 and expected larger 
operations this year.

STEEL AND AUTOS 
LEAD PAST WEEK 
IN TRADE'S GAINS 


Textiles, Other Consum- 
ers Goods Lines Aban- 
don Van; Industrial Ba- 
rometer Rises.

NEW YORK, April 29.—(#)— 
Leadership in business recovery was 


shifted to the durable goods lines par- 
ticularly steel and automobiles. 

This indicates a possible reversal of 
the tendency earlier in the recovery, 
when textiles and other consumers 
goods lines were at the forefront of 
the advance, and the heavier lines 


‘were inclined to lag. 


Of the durable goods lines, construc- 
tion is still failing to contribute Ms 
share, although the volume is substan- 
tially above that of a year ago, when 
building activity was all but paralyzed.

Some of the principal weekly indus- 
trial barometers advanced to new 
highs for the year last week, evident- 
ly reflecting chiefly the steel and au- 
tomotive activity, although several 
miscellaneous manufactures have con- 
tinued to gain. Steel production is 
estimated by the publication Steel at 
57 per cent of capacity, a further 
boost of 2 percentage points, making 
a gain of 9 percentage points in three 
weeks, This has lifted the rate ap- 
proximately to the peak of last July. 
The weekly reports of the movement 
of revenue freight and of electric pow- 
er production also have again shown 
contraseasonal gains. Moody's season- 
ally adjusted index figure for steel, 
freight and electric power rose to 77.1. 
a new 1934 peak. compared with 75.0 
a week previously, 56.9 a year ago. 
and a 1933 top of 83.7 reached last 
July, which was the apex of last year's 
abnormal summer flurry. 

Textiles, however, are experiencing 
a rather decided seasonal lull. Rayon 
prices were reduced during the week, 
and the silk code authority is consid- 
ering petitioning for a shutdown of a 
week to reduce “the gigantic amount of 
manufactured silk which is now glut- 
ting the market.” Wool business was 
dull, with mills receiving little new 
business. A fair volume of cotton 
mill activity was reported, but the 
New York Cotton Exchange service 
said sales of.cloth by mills in the 
latest week were believed to have fall- 
en substantially below. production. 
Retail trade reports remained cheer- 
ful. Despite none too favorable 
weather. Dun & Bradstreet said re- 
ports indicated gains in dollar volume 
of 5 to 8 per cent over the previous 
week, and 15 to 53 per cent over the 
like week of last year. Dollar volume 
comparisons with a year ago are, of 
course, distorted by substantial in- 
creases in prices. In view of unsea- 
sonably cool weather, however, mer- 
chants expect the spring trading sea- 
son will be prolonged well into sum- 
mer.

| Georgia Fields 
And Streams 


By H. A. Carter. 


Night brings with it an intensity 
of the struggle for existence that de- 


serves especial mention. Lions begin 
their hunting when dusk begins to 
cover the water holes; far to the east 
in the foothills of the earth’s grand- 
est mountains, tigers leave their day- 
time lairs and follow their beaten 
paths; following their kills, often af- 
ter midnight, the jackals and hyeneas 
come to their unearned feast. By 
dawn new carcasses spot the veldt and 
jungle of the tropics, and the vultures 
clean their bones before the rumble 
of a lion is heard again. 

Georgia is no exception to such a 
law. Our tigers and lions are diminu- 
tive, but none the less blood thirsty. 
Stray cats and dogs make the nights 
miserable for bird and small mammal 
life, while much smaller creatures 
stalk their 22 under cover of dark- 
ness as well, 

The pondside is the haunt of those 
ugly natricid watersnakes, down 
— 9 slimy gullets many a frog dis- 
appears. e small snakes of the 
woodlands, too, eer their stalking at 
night, and while their prey is nothing 
more exciting than a tle of so, it 
is none the less important to the 
snake. 

Water birds are after the frogs 
and fish by night. I remember a 
camp by a lake a few years ago where 
tracks of great blue herons could be 
seen each morning, having passed in 
the feather edge of the water about 
10 feet from my head. 

Last night I sat under the shelter 
of a shanty in the woods not far 
from my home, giving particular at- 
tention to the sounds around me. 
There was nothing much to be heard. 
The sharp, angry buzz that sounded 
suddenly a few inches from my ear 
was all the more startling in contrast 
to the comparative silence that pre- 
ceded it. My flash lamp revealed a 
blue-bottle ay in the clutches of a 
centipede. he centipede was hang- 
ing down by several sets of legs from 
the edge of the roof, while the other 
legs and the mandibles were engaged 
in making short work of the fly. The 
buzzing and struggling lasted perhaps 
10 seconds; the centipede slowly with- 
drew into a crevice, there to consume 
and digest his prey and await the 
hunting season of another night. 

Such things always provide me 
with a certain amount of pleasure. 
I enjoy seeing them, not for the suf- 
fering that I see, of course, but as 
examples of what happens when an 
animal feeds. There is one advantage 
that Georgia night woods have over 
the African veldt; you may be sure 
that whatever groans and roars of di- 
minutive volume you hear, do not 
represent the roar of a hunting lion 
on your particular trail.

FLYING ADVENTURES. 
I—Montgolfier Goes Up. 

The balloon may be said to have 
grown out of tricks with paper bags. 
Early tests by the inventors were made 
with bags which they filled with hot 
air. Joseph and Jacques Montgolfier 
filled the bags with hot air over an 
open fire, set them free, and watched 
them rise to the ceiling of the room in 
which they were “playing.” 


Great hot-air balloon “La Flesselle,“ 
just before it took off. 

Oddly enough the Montgolfier 
brothers had the wrong idea, at first, 
about the power which made the paper 
bags rise. They supposed that it was 
smoke which did the trick! Later it 
was learned that hot air, being lighter 
than cold air, was what caused the 
upward motion. 

Large balloons, for public tests, 
were killed with hot air and went sail- 
ing high toward the clouds. One o 
them. with human passengers, traveled 
over a section of Paris on November 
21. 1783. ’ 


was made with a balloon called La 
Flesselle,” in honor of M. C. Flesselle, 
who had paid the cost of producing 
it. It was the largest hot-air balloon 
ever used, being 100 feet in diameter 
and 130 feet in height. 

Flames from burning straw filled 
the mighty bag with hot air in only 
17 minutes, and when i was set loose 
from the mooring it rose into the air, 
taking eight men aloft. One of the 
men on board was Joseph Montgolfier, 
who had not dared to try his own in- 
vention before this date. 


A band played and cannon boomed 
as the balloon went upward. From the 
great crowd which had gathered there 
were cheers; but some among them 
were afraid that the men would not 
return alive. 

The balloon rose about 3,000 feet; 
and those on the ground who had spy- 
glasses were able to see that the bold 
adventurers were waving their hats 
as though to say “We are all right 
up here so high ve the world! Don't 
worry about us! 

There was a new thunder of ap- 
plause; but suddenly the watchers 
gasped. The balloon had been torn! 
Hot air was escaping, and the balloon 
was falling! 

Down. down it came, with its human 
cargo! Groans took the place of cheers, 
for it seemed that the adventure was 
about to end in tragedy: but fortune 
waved her wand far enough to save the 
bold men from death. Although much 
of the hot air had been lost, some was 
left in the bag. and it eased the fall. 
Only Joseph sMontgolfier was hurt, 
and his injur was not serious, hardly 
more than a Ycratch.
